The song sounds ag if 
a man who should have been in an 
asylum had written it. 

He lived in Pasadena at one time 
and later had charge of a church in 
a smal Itown in the Sacramento val- 
ley. 

“When' I was in Sacramento re- 
cently, I spoke to Dr. Wadsworth, 
superintendent of the dry federation 
of Southern California, about 
Browne. Browne had been in charge 
of the state oryanization of Presby-| 
terian younb people.

ANOTHER VIEW OF THE FORD IDEA. 


We have heard much about Ford's plan of paying workers big 

wages and working for their uplift. But most of what we have 

_ heard has come from people with the same view point—the belief 
that Ford is a great benefactor, a pioneer in a movement to better 
the conditions of the workers. 

Following are excerpts from an article by W. Z. Foster, printed 
in the Timberworker and written from an entirely different angle: 

“The system at the Ford plant is also a. thing to marvel at. 
it is a native Ford-product and is hardly excelled by the Taylor sys- 
jtem,, Though this system is everywhere evident, it seems most 
‘striking in the handling of material. All through the plant the 
raw and finished material seemed.to be moved about almost ‘ by 
magie. Everywhere everyone was working swiftly, yet but little 
material was to be seen lying around oz: in transit, as is the case 
An ordinary machine shops. The secret is.an elaborate system of 
“‘eonveyors to take it to and from the various machines. As soon as 
a part goes through one process it is whisked away to another. 

‘At the famous assembling skids the autos seemed to grow 
almost out of the air. Nowhere was material to be seen upon the 
floor. In answer to my wondering query, the guide pointed out the 
waxious chutes whereby the wheels, dashboards, tanks, etc., were 
‘delivered from the upper floors to the hands of the assemblers using 

them. All the material so delivered is rigidly inspected and counted, 
even to the last nut or bolt. The smallest waste is detected at once 
“ and elaborate explanations exacted. 

‘‘The profit-sharing plan gives all married workers (whom 
Word’s investigators pronounce worthy), ordinarily rated at 38 
eents per hour to 48 cents get $6 per day, ete. The profit-sharing 
plan makes Ford’s workers doubly slaves. On the job it compels 

rtthem to work at a terrific pace. According to Ford’s own figures, 
“gt took 280 hours’ labor to produce an auto before the profit-sharing 
‘ “"plan was introduced; now it takes but 136 hours, or less than one- 
Kialf as long. So profitable is the scheme that several other Detroit 
(firms are considering its installation in their plants. Not all work- 
‘ers can stand the pace at Ford’s. There is a constant weeding out} 
_ process. Lately, physical examinations have = instituted to 
more quickly sort out the able-badied slaves. 
is “In their life outside the shop the Ford workers are likewise 
.-enslaved. There is a whole corps of investigators to pry into and 
take charge of their private affairs. They are compelled to attend 
church, deposit their money at Ford’s bank, etc., as these spies 
direct. 

‘‘Naturally, membership in a labor union is utterly prohibited. 

‘‘Ford’s attitute toward unionism is well shown by the fact 
that his agents are going among the various union officials and 
militants of Detroit and offering them good jobs if they will give 
up their cards and quit the unions. Any amount of proof of this 
is to be easily had. Some weaker sisters have accepted the offer. 
¥ord is supposed to have some hundred ecards as a result of these 
tactics. : 

“The whole Ford plant, both inside and out, is a maze of spies, 
whose function is to crush out the last spark of individuality and 
revolt on the part of the workers. 

“The vast majority of Ford's wotkers are foreigners. There 
are fifty- ‘two nationalities among them, with those from southern 
Europe predominating. In spite of their ‘‘big’’ wages, these for- 
eigners wear the same oppressed, poverty-stricken air, characteristic 
of their kind. With the exception of those holding the few skilled 
Jabs, American mechanics show a strong tendeney to avoid the 

Word plant. Many quit and accept lower wages in other auto plants. 
They won’t stand Ford’s eternal driving and spying and punishing. 

*‘Ford’s discipline may be judged from the following: The. 
workers falling mto disfavor are sentenced to serve so much time at 
some disagreeable hard work, in the foundry usually, as the latter 
piace is used as a sort of workhouse. For example: A worker 
(even though he be a highly skilled mechanic) who is three minutes 
late is sentenced to serve thre days in the foundry at hard labor. 

.““To Organize the automobile slaves: will entail radical changes 
‘én: the labor movement. To organize them into craft unions is im- 

iy possible. “In these shops the trades have been disintegrated and 


ants can learn them in a few hours. If industrial unions will not 
yet be given jurisdiction, the very least that can possibly suffice will 
te be ari automobite federation. And it-is doubtful whether even such 
2 federation éould‘make much headway before the bulk of the metal 
"trades unions are amalgamated.’’

“‘The proposed treaty places the power to regulate the well- 
being and health of passengers, that is, of emigrants subject to the 
legisuation of the countries from which they depart and hence would 
not be subject to the laws of the United States, to which they would 
be immigrants: Thus, though a seeming impartiality in practice, the 
emigration is from other countries, the emigration is into the United 
States. There is little if any immigration from the United States 
to other countries in the sense in which emigration is understood.
